' New Buildings, Repair And Salvage 


Spell Improvement At Glades Prison 


The addition of seven new 
offices at Glades State Prison 
is but one phase of a moderiza- 
tion program in progress at the 
institution, according. to D. R. 
Large, superintendent. 

Using prison labor and bricks 
which have been on hand at the 
farm for a long time, two 30 
by24-foot wings are being added 
to the administration building. 
Windows and concrete were pur- 
chased locally. 

‘An expert bricklayer was dis- 
coveréd among the inmates. 
D^ When complet. 

1 ed, the north 
wing will con- 
tain three of- 
fices and. a 
vault . storage 
room; the 
south wing 
will contain 

four offices. 
" Two other im- 


"provements to the canníng plant 
at the farm, Large said. 

Some of the work was finish. 
ed before Large became super- 
intendent last April but the 
building was abandoned until 
Large's new program of im- 
provement caught up with it. 
‘When completed, the slaughter 
house will be a showplace and 
one of the most modern pro- 
cessing plants when it goes into 
Operation next March. Through 
the supervision of Large and 
Bob Kunkey of Kunkey Meat 
Co., nearby, the plant will pro- 
cess 50 head of cattle per month 
and work up to 75. 

The plant will contain knock- 
ing pens, where animals are 
slaughtered, cleaning, drying 
and cutting fooms as^well as 
modern chill storage and deep 
freeze compartments when meat 
will be processed u: the 
most sanitary of con: 
plant will have its own sewer 
treatment. 5 

The plant will serve not only 
the local farm, but other state in 
stitutions as well. Prison labor 
in the plant will be able to learn 
a trade for use upon release.

equipment. More space is also 
available since a new shed was 
built. 

The plant, Lareg explaim 
is canning beans, peas, toi 
toes, okra, juices, Workers h 
already canned 15,000 cases of 
beans and started shipment to 
other state institutions, 

Spinach and turnip greens 
will also be canned in the near 
future. Some 3,500 cases of 
six-gallons cans of peas have 
been put up in the store rooms. 
Tomato canning began two 
weeks ago. 

Not only has the farm broad- 


„ened its operation in canning 


and harvesting, but the cost has 
been reduced to do the work. 
Since the old cane mill has been 
shuttered, a new steam boiler 
has been installed as well as 
a smaller boiler in the canning 
plant which operates some $35 
cheaper per day! 

USDA inspectors, experiment 
staüon personnel.and. various 
state inspectors and officials 
have been showing prison per- 
sonnel how to modernize their 
operation and obtain better re- 
sults in quality. 

The cane mill was extracting 
syrup for $56- per ton. Large 
learned that the syrup could 
be bought on the market for 
half that amount. The mill will 
be torn down soon or dismantled 
for sale to private enterprise. 

The above examples are only 
a few phases of a multi-phase 
changeover being brought about 
through Superintendent Large's 
experience and suggestion. In 
the not-too-distant future other 
changes and improverients have 
been planned concerning har- 
vesting experiments, inmate re- 
habilitation and administrative 
procedures.

OUR RESPONSIBILITY 
This responsibility devolves 
especially upon us who are en- 
gaged in this business of school. 
During the school years of a 
child, his prime purpose is to 


absorb as much “schooling” as |a, 


he is capable of. Therefore, it is 
the task of parents to encóurage 
and, in some instances, demand 
and see to it that their child 
or children are in school and on 
time every day, unless prevent- 
ed by sickness or other causes 
that are beyond their control. 

It is also a parental oblig: 
tion to make sure that the pupil 
had a reasonable night's rest 
and a good breakfast to start 
the day's work well fortified 
physically. . 

Then too, another parental 
duty, in cooperation with the 
school, its teachers, advisors, 
and counselors, is to see that 
the child has a good educational 
program that will be of the most 
benefit to him in adult life. 

And yet, many parents lull 
themselves into complacency if 
their child has met the neces- 
Mary basic requirements for 
graduation. They allow him to 
take only those classes that re- 
quire the least effort and will 


be the least benefit in later life, 
in order to provide a high over- 
all average grade. 

Some parents and some pupils 
have no conception of the dis- 
advantages to the pupil that ac- 
company even one absence from 
class. This disadvantage is three 
fold: first, the child misses the 
review of the previous day's 
work; second, he misses the 
day's work; and third, he misses 
the introduction to the next 
lay's work. Therefore, one day's 
absence from class results in 
practically three days out of 
class. 

FALLING BEHIND 

At this point let us consider, 
along with absences, pupils who 
have for any reasor fallen be- 
hind in their work. Pupil-wise, 
the reasons may be many to wit. 
too many absences, lack of pre- 
vious preparation, inattention, 
lack of effort, non-mastery of 
work in lower grades, lack of 
interest, adverse attitudes, men- 
Jal blocks, nervousness, ten- 
sions, worries. Even in some i 
stances, the exceptionally cap- 
able pupil may become disgust- 
ed and discouraged while he is 
coasting along waiting for the 
slower pupil to master details 


whichseemed almost natural or 
instinctlve to him. He suddenly 
wakes "up am himself to 


|be at a loss to catch up. 

, the reasons may 
also be many: the subject mat- 
ler having become so simple 


and routine to him that he for- 
gets about the difficulty even 
he may have had in mastering 


too much material in too short 
a time, failing to take time to 
clarify pupils’ minds on simple 
detals, and carless use of critical 
and sarcastic remarks to or con- 
cerning a pupil or his work. 

Neither pupils nor parents of 
pupils who have an excessive 
number of absences realize that 
those absences, when figured 
in the average daily attendance 
for the school year, may reduce 
the instruction personnel of the 
school for the ensuing year, thus 
causing hardships for that year's 
Pupils and headaches for the 
administration.
